THE Scurvy, according to the beſt 
writers, cannot properly be defined a ſim- 
ple affection ariſing from any one ſingle 
cauſe ; but it is rather a complication of 
diſorders, moſt of which may be traced to 
their original ſource, v:z. a bad flate of the 
Blood. This depravity of the Blood may 
be occaſioned by tedious and long-con- 
tinued illneſs, which weakens the vital 
powers ; by unwholeſome diet, ſuch as 
that of fleſh-meats, which are rendered in- 
digeſtible, by being exceſſively dried, or 
from the vaſt quantity of ſalt uſed in pre-

Tis found, from experience, that no- 
thing will ſooner correct the ſharpneſs of 
rank oils, than vegetable ſalts; for by mixing 


rancid train oil with pot-aſhes, it loſes its 


ſharpneſs, and is changed into a ſoap, which

from the two bodies which produced it,

ERCURY, or Quickſilver, is a pon- 
derous mineral fluid, conſiſting of very 
minute globular parts, eafily diviſible, and 


the heavieſt. of all bodies, excepting gold. 


Its effects on the human body are various 
and ſurpriſing, but, in general, may be ac- 
counted for, from its gravity, diviſibility, 
5 8 and 
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and figure : by the firſt property it may 
be conſidered to act with a mechanical 
power, like that of the wedge, &c. by 
the ſecond, it becomes capable of inſi- 
nuating itſelf into, and pervading the moſt 
minute capillary veſſels ; and by the third, 
it is exquiſitely fitted for motion and cir- 
culation, when mixed with animal Fluids. 


In its pureſt ſtate, Mercury ſeems void 
of all acrimony, except diveſted of its na- 
tural form by a chymical proceſs; and ſuch 
is the peculiar property of this Fluid, that 
its ultimate particles will ſtill retain their 
ſpherical figure, though divided and re- 
ſolved into the moſt ſubtile vapour ; and 
ſince it is ſuppoſed to act upon the human 
body by its gravity, diviſibility, and figure, 
it ts highly probable that all elaborate chy- 
mical - proceſſes, by changing its figure, leſ= 
 ſenig its gravity, and fixing its motion, ra- 
ther tend to deſtroy than exalt its medicinal 
Dirtliès.

With a view therefore to caution againſt 
the indiſcriminate uſe of this Mineral, I 
ſhall endeavour to ſhew how it may be 
hurtful to weakly conſtitutions, or where 
the Venereal Diſeaſe 1 complicated with 
others, which may be exaſperated by its ad- 
miniſtration. 


Mercury is a fluid, whoſe ſpecific gra- 
vity is fourteen times greater than that of 
human blood; yet, in the ſmaller arteries, 
it will be above a hundred times greater, 
according to the calculation of the learned 


a 


Tt is evident what muſt be the conſe- 
quence of this great diſproportion between 
the increaſed motion of the blood, and re- 
ſiſtance of its veſſels; for as they are acted 
upon by a force one hundred times greater 
than they ſuſtained in a natural ſtate, it is 
requiſite their power of refiſtance ſhould 
be a hundred times greater than before, to 
counteract the velocity of the blood S mo- 
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tion; but this is ſo far from being the 
caſe in a Salivation, that the ſolids are 
weakened and relaxed more and more from 
the profuſe and immoderate 2 of 


Haliva, urine, and ſeat. 


Thus the mutual balance between the folids 
and fluids being deſtroyed, the ſeveral vital 
functions will become rapid, irregular, and 
diſconcerted; by which he body will be 


worn out before its time, like a watch, 


whoſe main-ſpring is made to act with too 


much violence upon its ſubordinate move- 
ments.—So dangerous is that miſtake of 
rating the patient's ſafety by the quantity 
of mercury adminiſtered, that it has proved 
deſtructive to the conſtitutions of thou- 
ſands. 

Without diſregarding the teſtimony of 
truth, it cannot be denied, that this re- 


medy is often attended with conſequences 


not only dangerous, but fatal; particularly 
where a Bectic Fever prevails, or where the 
lungs, 
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lungs, or any of the fofter internal parts, are 
ma decayed ate; for to give Mercury with 
freedom in ſuch caſes, would be giving certain 
Death to the patient, 


For the reaſons already aſſigned, it 
will diſpoſe the body to a ſtate of uni- 
verſal relaxation, which will become the 
parent of ſtubborn, and ſometimes incu- 
rable chronic complaints; ſuch as exceſſive 
Weakneſs, C onſumption , Dropſy, beetic F ever, 
or Melancholy. 


Every one, from his own experience, 
may know the injury attending a ſim- 
ple ſprain in any part of the body, and 
how long it is before the affected part re- 
gains its former ſtrength. The ſame cauſe, 
though in a leſs degree, will alſo account 
for the exceſſive weakneſs that ſo often 


immoderate uſe of Mercury; for in both 


application of a greater force to the ſolids 
than 


follows a high-raiſed Salivation, or the 


caſes the injury is the ſame, vis. the 
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than their natural ſtructure can bear ; only 
in the firſt, the effect is inſtantaneouſly 
produced in a particular part, with the 
ſenſe of pain; but in the laſt is univerſal, 
and brought about by degrees ſo flow and 


inſenſible, as not to give ſuch manifeſt 


marks of approaching danger. 


Indigeſtion, witd at the Stomach, De- 
jection of Spirits, and flow, nervous Fever, 


are likewiſe diforders more immediately 


ariſing from relaxation than any other 
cauſe; as 1s evident, by the means which 
clieve them; for whatever braces the fibres, 
and increaſes muſcular motion, ſeldom fails 
of reſtoring appetite, and ſpirits. 


Fallopius aſſerts, that the Mercury- 
miners are aways ſhort-lived *; for in a few 
months they begin to tremble, and ſcarcely 
any of them live to the third year : Alfo, 
according to Ramazini 4, from the autho-

rity of ſeveral writers, they die miſerably, 
being affected with pa fer ; giddingfs, and 
hectic. fever. 


Arrry 1 is extremely i improper where the 
Venereal Diſeaſe is complicated with the Gout 
or Scurvy; for ſcorbutic Ulcers of the 
Mouth, &c. are by this means greatly irri- 
| tated, and often become gangrenous from 

the exhibition of Mercury; and gouty diſer- 
ders are allo aggravated by its uſe. 


 Backftrom, a Dutch Phyſician, together 
with Hofman, both condemn the uſe of 
Mercury; and Ermuller obſerves, that it is 
fo pernicious in the Scurvy, that the Dutch. 
abſtain from it even in Venereal Caſes, for 
fear they ſhould be complicated with _ 
Diſeaſe, |

out his advice, died by the fatal conſe- 
quences of a Salivation, with the loſs of 
their Teeth and Gums. 


Mercury has alſo been found ineffectual, 
where the Venereal Diſeaſe is combined 
1 with the Scrophula and Leproſy ; for, where 
it has been given in ſuch caſes, the ſymp- 
toms, though alleviated for a time, have re- 

turned with more ſeverity than ever. 


In a word, the immoderate uſe of M. ercury | 
has been obſerved, from repeated experi- 
ence, greatly to injure the brain and nerves; 
and by weakening the animal ſyſtem, ſub- 
jets the patient to gout, nervous diſorders, 
4% of memory, confufion of ideas, low ſpirits, 
and melancholy. By robbing the blood of its 
natural balſam, it alſo leſſens the ſecretion g/ "ſen : 
men, impairs the procreative faculties, changes 
the hair grey, and haſtens old age. It taints 
| the breath, Jooſens the teeth, and renders the 


gums ſpungy, putrid, and Feb. 
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This Mineral therefore, though a power - 
ful and excellent Medicine in many caſes, 
when uſed with caution, if miſapplied, as 
it daily is, like a ſword in the hands of 
a madman, becomes the inſtrument of ir- 
reparable ills, and renders the remedy more 
dangerous than the diſeaſe. * It acts as it is 
acted upon by the vital impulſe, and when- 
ever that is wanting to tranſmit it to the 
diſeaſed part, t fails of * and becomes 
of no effett +. 


From this we plainly fee, that it has 
no ſpecific property in ſubduing Venereal

US. a decay of the Cartilage and Bones: at 


length the inſide of his noſe was v/cerated, 


and fo filled up with /cabs, that it was with 
the greateſt difficulty he could breathe. 
About three months after, in picking the 
_ noſe, and attempting to blow it, ſeveral 
pieces of the decayed bone came away, one 
of which was as large as the finger nail, 
which I now have m my poſſeſſion: the noſe, 


for want of its ſupport, was then con- 


ſiderably depreſſed, fo as ſomewhat to diſ- 
figure the face; and in this unhappy ſitua- 
tion, (the patient told me) he was quite 
in deſpair, and laboured under the dreadful 
apprehenſions of dying by inches, as every 
method had been tried in vain. Half a year 
after an inflammation fell upon his eyes, 
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and for a long time he was almoſt blind, 
but totally ſo in the right eye, inaſmuch 
as not even to diſtinguiſh the light of a 


candle, —The patient was now attended 


by an Oculiſt, who attempted to abate the 
inflammation by cooling phy/ic, a decodtion 
of the woods, repelling waſhes, &c. but neg- 
lecting to treat his caſe as Venereal, the 
relief was of ſhort duration; for he was 
ſoon after attacked with a ſore throat, and 
ulceration of the Uvula and Tonſil Glands. 
At this time he put himſelf under the care 
of Mr. Oborn his Apothecary, who had 
treated his caſe judiciouſly, and uſed every 
method he could deviſe. He tried fu- 
migation, and the ſeveral Mercurial pre- 


parations, but particularly the Blue Pill, 


with a ſrong decoction of Sanſaparilla, but 


without the wiſhed- for effect; for the Ul- 
cers ſtill continued in a corroding ſtate, and 


ſoon after another Ulcer made its appear- 


ance on the roof of his mouth, which de- 


ſtroyed the Palate- Bone quite through.—

QINCE nothing will ſo much pair 
health as a ſtate of continual fuſpenſe 
and anxiety of mind ; the following marks 
of diſtinction, reſpecting venereal ſymp- 
toms, ſelected from the obſervations of 
the celebrated 4/ruc, who is univerſally 
allowed the beſt Author on the Venereal 
Diſeaſe, are laid down for the information 
of the Reader. If from thence his doubts 
and fears appear groundleſs, he will 
do well to lay them afide. But if, on. 
the contrary, they ariſe from reality and 
A U ſuffici- 
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ſufficient cauſe, he ſhould not from indo- 
lence, or falſe delicacy, trifle with that 
ineſtimable bleſſing, Health; and, by de- 
lays, ſuffered it to be impaired from the 
continuance of a Diſeaſe, which, if pro- 
ferly treated, in due time, may N be 
ſafely and certainly cured, 


The neceſlity of ſuch obſervations as 
will enable the patient, in ſome meaſure, 
to judge for himſelf, is evident ; ſince 
from the want of them, the timorous 
and infatuated have ſometimes been driven 
to deſpair, or forced into the. hands of 
Puacks, and ignorant Pretenders, who art- 
fully turn ſuch exceſſiye, and often unne- 
ceſſary fears, to their own illicit gain. 


| Leſt, on this occaſion, I ſhould appear 
either to alarm or flatter the reader, I have 
rather choſen to quote the authority of another 
than deliver opinions of my own. 


No wonder that Venereal Symptoms 


are 1g often doubtful, and miſtaken by the 
Patient 
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Patient for thoſe of other Diſeaſes ; ſince 
men of judgment and extenſive practice 
ſometimes find itdifficult to know the real 
difference; and it is chiefly from repeated 
experience, that we are enabled to diſtin- 
guiſh them more truly. 


« The nature of the Gin are two- 
fold, viz. Either ſuch as are demonſtrati ve 
and certain, becauſe they are peculiar to 
the Venereal Diſeaſe only; or ſuch as are 
equi vocal and uncertain, becaute they are 
common to other diſorders. 


The demonſtrative ſigns of infecti- 
on in Women, are, frequent abortion, or 
the ſickly conſtitution of children born at 
their full time: namely, ſuch as are ſcro- 
phulous, rickety, bectic, and emaciated; 
eſpecially, if theſe diſorders happen in 


moſt, or all the children of the lame fa- 
mily. 


99 | local Venereal Symptoms, ſuch 
as Shankers, Excreſcences, Warts, or Buboes,

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appear eitlfer ſpontaneouſly, at firſt, or af- 
ter an apparent cure, break out afreſh, 
without intiqacy with a ſuſpected perſon, 
they are certain Ans of the ſtrongeſt infec- 


tion. 


All eruptive diſorders of the fkin, if 
they happen without manifeſt cauſe, and ob- 
linately refit the force of medicines, are 
guns of a venereal taint, But ſuch cuta- 
neous affections ought to be diſtinguiſhed 

from other diſeaſes of the ſkin, which are 
critical, and not venereal. 


% Ulcers of the Throat, Noſe, Palate, 
and Gums, with Caries or Rotteneſs of 
the contiguous Bones, are often obſerved 
in an 7nveterate Pox; but there is need of 
Caution, to avoid confounding them with 
ſuch as are ſcorbutic. For inſtance, Vene- 
real Ulcers firſt attack the Tonſil Glands and 

Throat ; then the Gums, but more rarely 
and ſlowly, On the contrary, ſcorbutic 
Ulcers firſt attack the Gums, and afterwards 


the Throat and Tonſils. 
« Vene- 
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« Venereal Ulcers frequently ſeize on 

the Noſe, with a Caries or Rotteneſs of 

the ſubjacent Bones; but ſcorbutic Ul- 
cers ſeldom or never. 


« Venereal Ulcers corrode and form 
cavities; ſcorbutic ones ſhoot out ſpungy 
excreſcences, or proud fleſh. 


e Laſtly, Venereal Ulcers are joined 
with other ſigns of the Venereal Diſeaſe ; 
and ſcorbutic ones with thoſe of Scurvy ; 
except in the ſcorbutic Pox, where the 
ſymptoms are as and uncertain, 


« Care ſhould alſo be taken, not to 
miſtake Venereal pains for thoſe which 
are ſcorbutic, rheumatic, or gouty. The firſt 
are generally increaſed by heat of the bed, 

and therefore called nocturnal. 


* Venereal pains are chiefly confined 
to the ſolid or middle part of the Bones of 
the legs and arms; ſcorbutic or rheuma-

tic ones uſually invade the joints and mem- 
branous parts of the Body. 
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« If a deep-ſcated, violent pain, has oc- 
cupied the fame part for a conſiderable 
time, obſtinately reſiſting all remedies ; or, 
if the Patient, for ſeveral evenings ſucceſ- 
fively, has been ſeized with chillneſs, or 
{light ſhivering fit, ſucceeded by feveriſh 
heat, and ſweats towards the morning, they 
are ſigns of a latent Pox, particularly where 
there are other correſponding ſymptoms. 
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« Tumors of the Glands do ſometimes 
happen from cauſes which are not Venere- 
al; particularly from /crophulous humours 
or a rickety diſpoſition. 


% The equivocal, or more remote and 
uncertain ſigns of infection, are, Inflamma- 
tion of the Eyes, Head-ach, hiſſing noiſe 
in the Ears, with thickneſs of hearing, gid- 
dineſs of the head, and waſting of the bo- 
dy, with univerſal weakneſs, and a flow 
intermitting Fever. 
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If after Shankers ſuddenly dried up, 

a Bubo repelled, or Gonorrhcea reſtrained 
by art or accident, the ſame complaints 
break out again without any freſh cauſe; 
then it is evident the patient is poxed.— So it 
is probable there is latent infection, if he is 
ſubject to a falling- off of the hair, Ulcers 
in the Throat or Noſe, Giddineſs, Head- 
ach, Pains in the Bones or muſcular parts, 
a Maraſmus, or waſting of the Body, with 
hypochondriacal Ditociers and ſow in- 
termitting Fever.“
